For instance, if a certain bond 
in our list matures from 1956 to 1974 and is quoted 0.90 to 2.95%—this would indicate that the earliest maturity yields 
0.90% and the later maturity is yielding 2.95%. aa

yield basis for various maturities; all other figures are bid and asked prices,
